A 
large number of the books have been secured 
through the faithful efforts of our Librarian, con- 
spicaous among them being fifteen (15) volumes 
of the Londen Art Journal. 

In August last, an insurance of $1,000 was effect- 
ed on the books and furaiture, ia one of the agen- 
cies of Mr. John CU.
